Some weeks ago, as the result ol 


our labors, we saw fit to advise the 
city council of our conclusion which 
we caused to be embodied in an ordi- 
nance which was introduced by Mr. 
Riggs. While willing at all tunes to 
accept any fair amendment to said 
ordinance, we have felt at all times 
that the schedule of rates therein 
contained was the lowest possible 
waich would enable the Telephone 
company to avoid insolvency and to 
furnish our_pepp!e with the services 
to which they are entitled. 


Since that time no one has brought 


to our attention any facts which m 
any way seemed to justify any 
change in our conclusion. If the city 
council, or any of its members liave 
any such information, it has not 
been divulged to us. 


During all our contact with the 
city council, 
we have 
earnestly 


sought to give 
to its members 
every fact and ev-ery reason which 
led us to our conclusion, but none 
of the majority of the council 
at any time stated or discussed with 
us their reasons for any " different 
conclusion. 


Had tae city council seen fit to 


adopt the schedule of rates propos- 
ed by us, we would have felt our- 
selves morally obligated to share in 
the public responsibility for the re- 
sults whatever they may have been. 
How ev er. in secret caucus to the 
test of our knowledge without 
one word of discussion in open coun- 
cil ,the majority of the city council, 
for some reason unknown to us, or 
for no reason, under the influence 
of wnat motives or advice we do 
not know, has seen fit to disregard 
our advice and to defeat this ordi- 
nance. 
While we acknowledge the legal 
right of tba city council to proceed 
as they have done, we solemnly pro- 
test against the dark-lantern meth- 
ods which nave been used, and we 
believe that any facts or reaso_ns 
known to any member of the city 
council why the rates proposed were 
not proper ones, ought to have been 
made known to us and to the public 
generally, so tnat 
public opinion 
might determine 
their sufficiency 


and intelligently give judgment on 
the same. 


While still acknowledging the le- 
gal right of t'ne city council to act as 
it has. we can but call the atten- 
tion of the public to the fact that 
future responsibility must and does 
rest on those members of tne council 
who have seen 
fit to act as they 
have. If the 
results 
are 
good, 
tne credit is theirs: if on the other 
hand, the results are as we believe 
they will be—the iir=olvency of the 
company, imperfect and diminished 
service, and 
later on rates very 


much in excess of those which we 
recommend, the discredit must also 
be theirs. 


Our efforts have been in no sense 
partisan but "nave been directed only 
bv our sense of public responsibility 
as citizens of the community. 
Finally, inasmuch as we recnm- 


mended rates as low as in our _udc- 
ment would m^et the situation, we; 
must and do hereby refuse 1 n ,.f - \ 
or pt public responsibility for wliat 
mav result either from entire non- '• 
action on lac part of the city coun-: 
c3J. or from any act'on fixinc rites:

Action Follows Demand

Sensation Produced By

Lausanne, Jan. G.—(By A. P.)— 


The Turkish delegation to the Nea 
Bast conference left the meeting 
hall today as a protest against the 
allied insistence upon the establish 
ment of an Armenian national home 


According to the Turkish accoun 


of the incident which produced 
sensation in conference circles, chair 
man Montague of the sub-comtms 
sion on minorities read a statemen 
favoring the Armenian home an 
was followed by Sir Horace Rum 
bold of England, who spoke in ad 
vocacy of establishing the home in 
Cilicia. Sir Horace also wanted th< 
Turks to give an independent dis 
trict to the Assyro Chaldeans, in 
the region south of Lake Van and 
west of Lake Urmia 
Riza Nur Bey, the Turkish spokes 


man, 
declared he understood 'the al 
lied interest in the Armenians anc 
others because the allies had incit 
ed them to revolt and therefore fel 
morally bound to help them. 
Riza Nur said he must consider 
today's allied declarations as no 
having been made and that it was 
his duty to leave the meeting. H 
walked out amid the murmurs o: 
the other delegates. 


Conference circles were seething 
with excitement after the inciden 
and wondering whether it forecas 
further affairs of the sort calculated 
to disturb if not disrupt the entire 
conference. It was pointed to, as in 
any event, indicating that affairs 
were reaching a crisis. 


Accounts differ as to what actually 


happened at today's meeting. The 
allied spokesmen declared they were 
far from insisting on the Armenian 
home. On the contrary they had said 
there should be no question of in 
sertmg ttie Armenian home arrange 
ment in the Lausanne treaty. They 
had merely asked that Turkey, for 
humanitarian 
reasons, 
give 
her 
earnest attention to the question of 
allocating some corner of Turkey to 
the Armenians where they woulc 
enjoy some degree of local automony 
under the sovreignity of Turkey anc 
be given certain guarantees con- 
cerning the privileges of guarding 
their national language and cus- 
toms. 
The American delegation took no 
part in the debate concerning the 
Armenian national home.

The Turkish delegation to the Near 
East conference left the meeting 
hall today as a protest against the 
allied insistence upon the establish- 
ment of an Armenian national home. 


According to the Turkish account 


of the incident which produced a 
sensation in conference circles, chair- 
man Montague of the sub-commis- 
sion or. minorities read a statement 
favoring the Armenian home and 
was followed by Sir Horace Rum- 
bold of England, who spoke in ad- 
vocacy of establishing the home in 
Cilicia. Sir Horace also wanted the 
Turks to give an independent dis- 
trict to the Assyro-Chaldeans, in 
the region south of Lake Van and 
west of Lake Urmia 


Riza Nur Bey, the Turkish spokes- 
man, declared he understood 'the al- 
lied interest in the Armenians and 
others because the allies had incit- 
ed them to revolt and therefore felt 
morally bound to help them. 


Riza Nur said he must consider 


today's allied declarations as not 
having been made and that it was 
his duty to leave the meeting. He 
walked out amid the murmurs of 
the other delegates. 


Conference circles were seething 


with excitement after the incident 
and wondering whether it forecast 
further affairs of the sort calculated 
to disturb if not disrupt the entire 
conference. It was pointed to, as in 
any event, indicating that affairs 
were reaching a crisis. 


Accounts differ as to what actually 


happened at today's meeting. The 
allied spokesmen declared they were 
far from insisting on the Armenian 
home. On the contrary they had said 
there should be no question of in- 
serting the Armenian home arrange- 
ment in the Lausanne treaty They 
had merely asked that Turkey, for 
humanitarian 
reasons, 
give 
her 
earnest attention to the question of 
allocating some corner of Turkey to 
the Armenians where they would 
enjoy some degree of local automony 
under the sovreignity of Turkey and 
be given certain guarantees con- 
cerning the privileges of guarding 
their national language and cus- 
toms. 


The American delegation took no 
part in the debate concerning the 
Armenian national home.

Should disaster come to the telephone 
exchange, its effect would be reflected immediately upon insurance rates 
as the fire hazard would be increased. 


About six months ago committees representing the commercial bodies. 


the three service clubs and the labor organizations began an exhaustive 
study of the telephone problem. Leading men of the town gave much of 
their time to the matter. The records of the local company were scrutin- 
ized, competent telephone men were consulted and a mass of information 
was obtained from many other cities. Many meetings of these men were

held. The committee retained a good lawyer to direct its action and give 
counsel for protection of the city's interest. 
Recently this committee 


recommended to council the passage of an ordinance fixing a. rate rang- 
ingtfrom $1.75 to $6 according to the character of service rendered. Coun- 
cil defeated the measure at its last meeting. 


The company, facing heavy obligations incurred as a. result of selling 


its service below cost, today has neither the funds nor the credit necessary 
to carry on. Unless relief comes now the plant will go into the hands of 
a. receiver. A slight increase in rate will not answer the purpose, because 
if the increase is insufficient to establish the company's credit and en- 
able it to obtain funds that ara needed for the payment of liabilities and 
for the improvement of the property, it may as well not be given. 


Elsewhere in this paper may be seen a statement to the citizens of New- 


ark signed by the men who have given the telephone problem long and 
earnest thought. Its perusual is (commended not only to the members of 
council, but to the citizenship of Newark. These men have rendered a 
piece of community service that deserves consideration and commendation. 


A special meeting of the city council is to be held nest Monday night 


to..'-consider the passage of a telephone rate ordinance. It is a proposition 
that can not be delayed or dodged, but must be met now. 


I/et council forget, if it pleases, the fact that three to four hundred 


Newark people have their money invested in this property which is bring- 
ing to them no return, but it cannot overlook the consequences of a. re- 
ceivership. There is grave danger that the failure of the present com- 
pany will bring about a new ownership which will not be handicapped by 
a. local rate ordinance, and that means a higher rate than council has been 
asked to grant. Turn now please to the statement of the citizens' 
committee, form your own judgment, then speak to members of the city 
couneil. It is- no longer the telephone company's problem, it is the city's 
problem and it vitally affects every person in the community.

Washington, D. C., Jan. 6.—The 


little red schoolhouso and tne old 
swimming hole have been eulogized 
exhaustively by poets, after-dinner 
speakers, and political aspirants. 
But it has remained for a single 
group oC men, the Fossils, to keep 
green the traditions of the boy's 
printing press anil the silver-penned 
boy editors of 50 years ago. 


According to the dictionary, a fos- 


sil is a person or thing antiquated 
or out of date. The Fossils is a club 
composed of men w'no were once, in 
their boyhood day, amateur journal- 
ists. 
Amateur 
journalism, 
as 


known to ths boys o° from 30 to 50 
years ago, is certainly antiquated 
and out of date. 
So some years 


back the ex-amateurs banded them- 
selves 
together 
and 
humorously 
| dubbed themselves the Fossils. 
So far a amateur journalism is 


concerned, they may be fossils, but 
the name does not seem to describe 
them otherwise. Tnomas A. Edison 
is a Fossil. So are Governor Sproul 
of Pennsylvania, Senator Moses of 
Xew Hampshire, Cyrus K. Curtiss, 
Charles Scribner, Josephus Daniels, 
and some 20o other men who are still 


j marching along with the times. 


i 
One and all, however, they are 


' proud of being the fossils of amateur 
j journalism. Tney like nothing bet- 
j ter than to gtissip about the days 
when each was an editor and h-slped 
to mold public opinion. One Fossil 
says that when Edison was invited 
to join the club the inventor went 
upstairs and came back with faded 
copies of his paper tnat he had kept 
since 
boyhood 
among 
his most 
valued possessions. 


There are 
almost 
no amateur 


papers of this sort printed today. 
But between 1870 and 1890 there 
were at least 600. Almost all of 
them were the projects of boys in 
their teens. 
The boy's 
printing 
press was comparatively new, and 
to own a press was the great ambi- 
tion of many a boy in those days. 
The 'nappy owner at once went into 
the 
printing 
business, 
generally 


combining- the printing with a liter- 
ary career in order to have some- 
thing to print. Most often one boy 
would be the entire staff of a publi- 
cation, from editor, business man- 
ager, and reporter to printer's devil 
and newsboy. 
The little sheets, 
seme of them containing eight, and 
even sixteen pages, were almost al- 
ways published monthly.' 


A paper of t'nis type enjoyed only 
a small and select circulation ex- 
cept when seme unusual feature 
caused a run on an issue. A story 
of one record sale is. told by George 
M. Huss. who is now assistant di- 
rector general of the Railroad Ad- 
ministration, and who is also known 
as the man who surveyed the Syria- 
Ottoman railway from Hai.a to 
Damascus and built a bridge across 
the river Jordon. 


Mr. Huss says that one memora- 


ble month his paper, the Buckeye 
Boy, sold to a most gratifying- ex- 
tent. 
While newsboy Huss was 


busily fillin™ orders, editor Huss 
was proudly reflecting that his home 
town had at last recognized his 
literary genius. 
But a friend ex- 


plained the sudden demand for the 
Buckeye Boy, and the young editor's 
faith in a discriminating 
public 
dwindled. 


One item in the paper had read: 
"It is a curious phenomenon of an 
instinct that every morning Dr. 
Parson's 
dog runs 
around, 
the 
schoolhouse." 


The reason for this phenomenon, 
as the entire town well knew, was 
that the doctor had been courting1 
the schcol mistress, and for a time 
he had made a practice of visitine 
th« sciioolhouse each morning- and 
walking around it. The doctor had 
discontinued these pilgrimages, but 
the dog still visited the school at the 
accustomed time. 
The tale o* the 
doctor's doe, so innocently printed 
by the boy editor, was one which 
more mature editors of the com- 
munity lacked the nerve to print. 


That was the Buckeye Bo:-"s high 


water marie. For the most part the 
editors of the amateur papers had to 
depend on other youthful editors of 
the country for appreciation, criti- 
cism and interest. 


In tbose days. Mr. Huss says, 


there was a postoffice ruling by 
which newspapers could be weighed 
and postage paid per pound at sec- 
ond class rate. "L'ndcr this ruling a 
jrreat many papers could be sent to 
the four corners of the country for 
n few cents and the boy editors used 
lo 
exchange tiiHr 
publications. 


There was no profit in this, but the 
amateurs were not in the game for 
profit 
anyway, 
and 
exchanging 
papers was one of the most absorb- 
ing interests of tiie business. 


Since money was scarce wit'i the 


hoy editcrs they did not buy rnany 
contribulions. 
Cfnerally an editor 


could easily write enough ropy, in- 
Huding 
editorials, 
poem?. 
local 


items, serials, and jokes, to fill his 
own sheet. But the amateur jour- 
nalists watched one another's pub- 
lications closely, and if a hoy seem- 
ed weak on his rhymes or his plots.

Twenty-five or 50 cents was the 


usual price for a contribution. 


Most of 
the 
struggling editors 


were more ansious to dispose of 
their own surplus copy than to pur- 
dhase material from their fellow 
journalists. 
Thus, Mr. Huss has in 


a scrap book 
a. post 
card 
from 
Josephus Daniels offering to sell 
him a story for 30 cents. Mr. Huss 
ran across this piece of unanswer- 
ed correspondence not long ago and 
decided to write to Mr. Daniels 
about it. He wrote that he regret- 
ted his delay in replying, but that 
he would be glad to accept the story 
at the price quoted by the author. 


Mr. Daniels replied in equal seri- 


ousfness that he believed, according 
to the 
statute of limitations, 
he 


could no longer be. held to his offer 
and that he would be obliged to 
withdraw it. 


Mr. Daniels is one of the few 
amateur journalists who have be- 
come professionals. 
One of the Fos- 


sils estimates that about one-third | 
of the boys who were so eager for I 
literary fame are now "connected 
with literary work of some sort, but 
not many of them are journalists. 


Twice a year the Fossils publish 
a Fossil magazine for their own en- 
joyment, and they gather for occa- 
sional meetings and for the annual 
banquet. 


One of the topics of conversation 


when Fossils get together is as to 
why the amateur journalist has be- 
come extinqt. The change in post 
office rulings which prevented the 
papers being mailed in large lot? 
cheaply was a fatal blow to the 
amateur publications. 
Yet other 
less obvious causes have had some- 
thing to do with the decline of 
amateurdom. 


The chief explanation offered Is! 
that the boy of today has more 
money, more pleasures, and more 
interests than the boy of the seven- 
ties, or even of the nineties. If a 
boy has literary leanings he. writes 
for his school paper. 
The high school or college paper 
is not the same type of publication 
as the old amateur sheets, the Fos- 
sils say. 
The school paper is gov- 


erned strictly by school policies and 
it contains chiefly school news. The 
amateur papers, on the other band, 
were written entirely according to 
the taste of the editor or group of 
editors. Some of the boy journalists 
were impressed by the fact that the 
press has a serious mission. They 
printed weighty editorials and call- 
ed their papers 03" such impressive 
names as the Censor, the Oracle, 
and the Reformer. 
Other editors 


whose minds ran more to the popu- 
lar and humorous called their sheets 
names such as the Imp or the 
Young Joker. 
At the height of the amateur jour- 
nalistic period almost every town 
possessed at least one boy editor 
and some places had half a dozen. 
Then after the nineties the new 
generations of boys had new inter- 
ests. 
The Fossils say that the old style 


of amateur journalism cannot re- 
turn, and that the Fossils will die 
out gradually. 
They limit their 
membership to the amateur editors 
and printsrs of the real 
amateur 
journalistic period and they ara sat- 
isfied to see their membership di- 
minish rather than increase. 
They are a. cheerful, chuckling- 
group. Even -when they 
think of 


the far future they look forward 
philosophically to wliat one of them 
calls "a sad but bea.utiful time when 
the last of the tribe will sit in soli- 
tary silence at a. Fossil dinn?r. and 
drain a glass «f old wine (vintage 
of 1520) to those who In the course 
of nature no longer live except in 
the "Snappy memory o* that single 
survivor."

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LEGAL POINTS FOR 


AUTOMOBILE OWNER 


(By SAMUEL WANT, LL. B.) 
The provisions of the state prohi- 


bition laws relating to tho illegal 
transportation of liquor continue to 
cojne before ths courts in a wide 
variety of conflicting interests relat- 
ing: to automobiles. A case of this 
' character of particular 
interest to. 


automobile dealers 'nas just been de- 
cided by the suprems court of Xorth 
Carolina. In that state the statute 
provides for the forfeiture of "any 
automobile used in conveying, con- 
cealing or removing' ' intoxicating 
liquors. In the ca^e in question tho 
automobile, illegally used as Indicat- 
ed, had been purchased from a deal- 
er under the usual form of instil- 
ment contract, and the contract 
amounted to a chattel mortgage. It 
had been executed before the date of 
the seizure, but was not recorded un- 
til after the seizure had taken place. 
The sheriff arrested the owner for il- 
legally transporting liquor, and at 
the same time seized the automobile. 
Suit was brought by the dealer for 
the recovery of the car under his 
mortga'ge, and the .court held tnat 
his claim was superior to the state's 
right of forfeiture. This holding is in 
accord with recent 
decisions in 
other states nnder similar statutes. 


The above case must not, however. 


be confus-ed with statutes providing 
for 
the 
forfeiture of automobiles 


where tjey are used in violation of 
tne revenue laws, especially in case 
whs-re the confiscatory 
proceedings 


are based upon the carriage of liquor 
upon which no tax has been pr'd, 
and under circumstances whera the 
carriage of the liquor amounted to 
an attempt to defraud the govern- 
ment of taxes. In such cases t.ie law 
sems to be clear that the automobile 
must be forfeited as against the in- 
trest of all persons 
concerned, in- 


cluding innocent owners and mort- 
gages. 


Another important cass from the 
standpoint of the automobile deal- 
er has just been d«cideJ in South 
Carolina, In this case the car had 
been sold upon the usual instalm-ant 
contract basis, and tne contract or 
^mortgage was duly recorded. Insur- 
anoaVas taken out on the car as re- 
quired by the mortgage and the in- 
surance policy contained an enforce- 
ment or "rider1' showing that there 
was a mortgage on the car, but the 
policy was not made payable, in 
whole or part, to the holder of the 
mortgage. 
The car was destroyed by fire and 


, the insurance company paid the loss 


to the owner of the car. The owner 
failed to pay the dealer, and tne lat- 
ter brought suit against the insur- 
ance company. The court's decision 
was that under the circumstances 
of this case, the insurance company 
having been advised of the dealer's 
name and interest in the car. it 
should not have paid the owner i^t'n- 
out first protecting the interest of 
the dealer, and that therefore' it 


could be required to p.iy the policy 
to the latter although this amounted 
to a double payment.

LIME-SULPHUR SPRAY 


PREVENTS PEACH CURL. 
That leaf curl of peaches may be 


prevented by spraying with lime- 
.sulphur early while the trees are 
still dormant, was pointed out by 
botanists of the Ohio experiment sta- 
tion, in discussing- the marked fail- 
ure of spraying in many orchards of 
the peach-growing districts of the 
State during the past season. 


These failures were due to delay in 


spraying unoil after the buds had 
begun to swell. 
However, peach 


leaf curl is one of the easiest dis- 
eases to control and almost complete 
protection is afforded by the early 
application 
of 
the 
lime-sulphur 
spray. 


It is very important, these autho- 


rities claim, that the spray be ap- 
jilieii while the Irees are completely 
dormant- "After the buds have be- 
pun to swell or growth has start<Ml 
it is too late to spray for this dis- 1 
ease. If there is any Ooubt about 
the." possibility of spraying early 
enough in the spring, a winter appli- 
cation may be jjjade.

".Discovery in the Belgian Congo 


of large quantities ol pitch-blende, a 
radium-bearing ore — a discovery 
credited with the significant result 
of reducing the .price 
of radium 


from $120,000 to $70,000 a gram — 
has served to emphasize the prob- 
able great importance to the world 
of this country at 
the .heart of 


Africa when it shall have been fully 
developed," says a bulletin from the 
Washington. D. C.. headquarters of 
th-3 National Geographic society. 


"In its potentialities, the Belgian 


Congo might be called 'the Brazil of 
Africa,'" 
continues 
the 
bulletin. 


"Like the largest of South Ameri- 
can states, it is of vast extent, cov- 
ers the heart of a continent, is sit- 
uated in the tropics, and has flow- 
ing through it one of the world's 
greatest rivers, capable of carrying 
an empire's commerce. It is only 
to the Amazon, premier of rivers. 
that the Congo river can in truth 
be co.apared. 
Other great streams 


are longer than either, but none ap- 
proaches them closely in the volumes 
of water which they pour into the 
sea. 
The average width of the Con- 


go is five -miles for about half its 
nearly 3000 miles of length, and in 
places it is as much as 
16 miles 


wide. 


"Perhaps the vast bulk of Belgian 


Congo can best be understood if one 
imagines the country lifted bodily 
and set doivn on the surface of the 
United States. 
Its 909,000 
square 


miles would cover 
almost exactly 


one-third of the area, not including- 
Alaska. If the southwestern corner 
of Congo were placed at San Diego, 
California, the 
southern 
boundry 


would roughly correspond with the 
.Mexican border, and the southeast- 
ern corner would fall at the south- 
ern point of Texas. Forming a very 
rough square, its northeastern cor- 
ner would lie at Des Moines and its 
northwestern corner in Yellowstone 
Park. 


"But though this comparison gives 


.1 good idea of Congo's great size. 
its latitude and climate are far dif- 
ferent from those of the states cov- 
ered. If it were shifted to the West- 
ern Hemisphere in its true latitude 
it would lie astride the Amazon and 
would cover most of the Guianas 
and a large slice of northern and 
central Brazil. 


"What is now the Belgian Congo 


has had an unusual history- Liv- 
ingstone and Stanley put the coun- 
try ,'on the map.' 
Soon afterward, 


in 1S82. an international committee 
organized a government, called 
it 


Congo Free State, and selected King 
Leopold of Belgium to be its ruler. 
Many irregularities in the adminis- 
tration of the region were alleged to 
have resulted from
